It was learned 
according to the evidence presented, I believe on Tues- 
day, that that justice was on vacation, whereupon the 
application was submitted on the following day, the 31st 
to another justice who signed the Order ani directed th 
sealing of the tapes. There is no suggestion of any 
tampering with the tapes in the interim. 

The evidence shows tiat the tapes were kept i», 
the vault of the District Attcrney's Office ,which lad 
limited access on the combination lock during the 
interim period. It has been s*ipulated that the other 
justices were available during the interim period. 

Under all the circumstances, I do not find 
that the delay in the submission of the tapes for 
sealing ie unexplained, nor do ifind that the delay 
is an unreasonable one under the circumstancespresented 
by the record.
